An Englishman Demands Heavy Dam-

ages for being Thrown Into Prison,

Outrage That May Cause the Lion to Show
His Teeth Dahomey's Bold King to Be

Taught a Less on by the French.

WILL TUE LION GROWL?

Franca Gives England a Chance to Get Mad
by Crnelly Treating a British Subject.

London. April 21. Another arrest of an
Englishman has been made iu Paris,
which, coming os it does so shortly after
the arrest of Mr. Purdie and his brother,
the two Englishmen who were taken into
custody at the Auteull races on suspicion
of being pickpockets, which arrest led to
diplomatic correspondence, is likely to re-

sult in tension between England and
France. France refused to make either
reparation or apologize for the arrest of
the Purdies. but in this last case it is be-

lieved that England will take such steps
as will leave no doubt as to her intentions
in the matter. The latest victim of the ex-

traordinary vigilance of the French police
is a Mr. Delmard. He was the agent of an
English projectile company, and had pre-
viously been employed by the Norden-fel- dt

Company. 'On March SI he was dis-
charged, the manager of the comoany say-
ing that he was iu bad odor with the po-
lice, and that it would be best for him to
leave Paris.

On the following Monday Delmard start-
ed to visit Madame Rougeron, for whom ho
was writing tho ntusio for a ballet which
had been accepted for production in Vien-
na. As he was entering Mme. Rougerou's
residence he was stopped at tho door by a
gendarme, who seized him, chained his
wrists, and hustled him into a cab. The
gendarme took him to tho prefecture of
police, and notwithstanding Deltnard'a re-
quest for an explanation, no. reason was
given for his arrest. He was put into a
wretched cell, where ho was conlined until
the next morning. He was then taken to
his lodgings. Once there he declined t
move until a warrant lor his arrest was
shown. Delmard said that he was a Brit-
ish subject, and that he would appeal to
the British embassy for protection. Chief
Detective Goron said he did not care a tig
for the British embassy, which would not
dare to interfere in the matter. Delmard
refused to more, whereupon he was struck
in the face and knocked down. His captors
then took him back to the prefecture,
where part of his clothing was taken from
him and he was again placed in a cell tilled
with vermin. .

Tho next morning he was examined by
a judge, who said he had proofs that Del-mard- 's

presence in Franco was detrimental
to the government. The following day he
was taken to the Mazas prison. Here ho
was stripped and kept naked for an hour
and a half. Then he was put in a cell
measuring 6x2 feet 6 inches. His compan-
ion in this cell was Anastay, who was exe-
cuted a few days ago for the brutal mur-
der of his benefactress. Baroness Dellard.
At night he slept in a dormitory, with An-
astay on one side of him and Ravachol, the
Anarchist, on tho other. The next morn-
ing he was placed in a cell with RavacboL
The latter expressed much sympathy for
Delmard. and salu that his arrest was a
most unjust and unwarranted proceeding.
Ravachol; in discussing the Englishman's
arrest, asked him: "Do yon wonder now
why we wish to blow up these
people!" He added: "That is the only
redress we have for our wrongs. There
have been thousands of arrests similar to
yonrs." Ravachol declared that it was the
intention of the Anarchists to blow up the
prefecture. IiavacDol was very excited,
aud kept dashingbishead against the wall
On the wall of the cell Ravachol had
scratched the words: 'Vivo rAnarchist,"

Ni Dieu.Ni Roi. Ni Jndge."
Delmard was subsequently subjected to

another examination by the judge, who
said that he had letters addressed to him
iDelmard by foreign governments asking
or intormatiod lb regard to the French

ballooning corps. Delmard proved that
these letters were old and of no importance.
The judge, nevertheless, said he had proofs
that the Englishman was a spy, and sent
him back to prison. On April 14 Delmard
was liberated. The jndge apologized to
him for his arrest, end said that the police
were to blame. Delmard was penniless,
the police having taken everything from
him. He procured money aud has now re-
turned to London. The matter has been
laid before the Foreign Office, through
which Delmard demands heavy compensa-
tion from Franco for his outrageous treat-
ment.

WILL TAME THE DAIIOMBTANS.

France Decides t Conquer the Warlike
llehanzln and Ills Warriors.

Paris. April 21. The Cabinet has finally
deoided upon extensive operations in Da-
homey, which will be intrusted to the
Minister of Marine. La France to-da- y

publishes a strong article in which it ac-

cuses England of encouraging King Be-hanz- in

to resist the French. A dispatch
from Kotonou states that a gun-bo- at has
arrived there for the purpose of protecting
the town should the Dahomeyans make an
attack upon it Tho Dahomeyan forcca
nearKotunou are building entrenchments,
and are making a road for the purpose of
bringing supplies from tho interior.

The newspapers here doniand that the
present campaign against Dahomey be di-

rected to effect the complete subjugation
of that country, and thus render further
action by the French unnecessary. King
Bebanzin. they say, having been educated
in Paris, knows the resources of France,
but this fact has not deterred bim from
acting in a most arrogant manner ana in-
dulging in many throats against the
French.

Malbecca. ex-Presid- of Porto Novo,
who is thoroughly acquainted with Da-
homey, declares that although tho Da-
homeyans are a dangerous enemy, the army
of the King is quite disorganized. In fact,
he says that the so-call- ed army is nothing
moro than a horde of bandits, whom the
French troops will annihilate when decis-iv- o

action is taken. This is, however,
rather an optimistic view of the condition
of affairs. The method of warfare followed
by the Dahomeyans is one that does not
promise well for their annihilation. It is the
custom of their army to never foilow the
roads or beaten tracks. They cut a new
road with incredible swiftness through tho
forests and juugles and swoop down on an
enemy when it is least expected. They
are thoroughly acquainted with the jungle
and a pursuit of them would bean almost
hopeless task. To conduct a guerrilla war-
fare of this character would be productive
of great loss of life, not alone --from tho en-
emy, but from fever and other miasmatio
diseases. Those acquainted with the Da-
homeyans and the country, and who are
not carried away by the idea of nn African
campaign know that to completely subdue
Dahomey will be an expensivo undertak-
ing, both in life and money.

D0.VT WANT TO WORK.

Russian Refugees Prefer to Become Toblic
Charges Almost a Riot at Chicago.

Chicago, April 21. After an evening of
the wildest excitement and commotion, a
detail of police was left on guard at the
Shelter House of the society in aid of the
Russian refugees to-nig- ht The events
lesdingnp to the commotion have to do
with the work of the society, and their
culmination in what amounted to a riot
was in spito of all that the officers in
charge of the place could do. Twenty-fiv- e

or thirty Russian refugees,, who have
been charitably housed, fed and cared
for for the past four weeks, insisted
upon a continuance of these privileges.
Having extended to theso persons every
inducement and opportunity to make a
living for themselves, the management
had decided that they must abandon their
free quarters and make room for new ar-

rivals. This they refused to do an d trouble
arose. Messrs. Lowin and Goldstein, who
have charge of the shelter, determined on
this move this morning, and ejected the re-

fractory refugees without violence. Short-
ly afterward the most of them returned
and demanded reinstatement. Denials in-
creased their persistence, aud their clamor-
ing increased until this atteruoon. when
the police were called, Before the officers
could arrive an attack was made both on
the front and back doors of the "shelter,"
the latter being torn off its hinges.

When the officers arrived Mr. Lowin de-
termined to make an example of at least
one of the men, and selected tho one who
appeared to be the leader a broad-shoulder- ed

fellow named Alper. Alper baa
with him his father aud mother, each over
sixty years of ago. When tho officers
started away with Alper his parents
showed such extreme sorrow and helpless-
ness that Mr. Lowin relented and told the
officers to release Alper. thinking the
action would have a good effect on the
crowd. In this he was mistaken, for as
soon as it grew dark the physical
demonstrations ot protest were begun
anew by Alper and his com-
rades. Their ranks were swelled by a
crowd of street rabble; such as is always
ready to participate in such affairs. The
demand of the refugees was that they be
given shelter lor the night, and, being re-xus- ed,

an instantaneous attack was made
by the mob, threats against the inmates of
the shelter being freely used. Again the
police were called and the crowd, except
the refugees immediately dispersed. The
situation was then patiently explained,
through an interpreter, to those who in-
cited the riot, but they immediately set ud
the cry that they were sick. This had no
effect and after over an hour's wrangling
the discontented .Russians were forced to
move awav. They threaten to return,
however, and a detail of police, therefore,
remains on guard at tho shelter to-nig- ht.

I CAMP AT UG A IX A LA.

News Finally Received from the Soldiers and
Their Captive Cattlemen.

Special to the Intllanarolls Journal.
Antelope Springs, Wyo., April 21. To-

night the' three troops ot cavalry, under
Major Freichet, escorting the cattlemen to
Douglass, are encamped at Ogallaia, five
miles from Antelope Springs. They left
Fort McKinney on the 17th, intending to
make the trip in seven days, but bad roads
will delay them two or three days.
A terrible storm of snow, sleot and
wind opened as the party started and has
continued unabated until this morning,
when the dayJroke clear and fair. While
tho command was about to leave Fort Mc-
Kinney a mounted party rode to the tele-
graph line between Bullalo and the com-
mand, cut the wires and pulled down poles
between almost all stations, and not until
this morning was communication

Everything is reported quiet in
lluffalo. but great interest is manifested in
tho disposition of the prisoners.

Cattlemen Want to I1a Heard.
Washington, April 21. President Har-

mon to-da- y received a telegram from Buf-
falo, Wyo., signed by the chairman of the
Board ot County Commissioners, the acting
Mayor of Buffalo, the county treasurer,
the county clerk and a number of other
prominent citizens of Buffalo, asking the
President to receive a committee of citi-
zens which will be delegated to lay before
him the facts concerning the reeent trouble
between the cattlemen in that section of
the State. The telegram states that, con-
trary to all law. an armed body of capital-
ists entered their country with tho avowed
intention of taking possession of and con-trolli- ng

the same in their own interests,
and that it if believed their aim was to
terrorize and depopulate the country, and,
if need be. to murder all who resisted.
The telegram states that the citizens of the
country have been grossly maligned, andtheir motives and mtions miftreorenented
by the friends of these law-breaker- s, and,
in justice to themselves, they ask to be
heard by tho President in their owu be-
half.

Ten Pennsylnnia Miners Imprisoned ty ft

Flood Believed to Rave Perished.

Pottsville, Pa., April 21. The exact
number of men imprisoned by the flooding
of the Lytle colliery, near Minersville, has

"been ascertained to be twelve. The water
broke in about 4 o'clock yesterday after-
noon, and, after six hours of agonized im-

prisonment, William Bell and James Dot-bi- n.

who had fled to a high portion of the
mine, were rescued through the heroio ef-
forts of their fellow-workme- n. The un-
fortunate men who are still imprisoned are
undoubtedly drowned, as they had no
chance of escape like the two rescued.
The water broke in from the chute and
flooded the mine so quickly that they could
not reach a place of safety. At its highest
point the water reached two hundred feet
up the elope, and it will take a day or two
to remove sufficient to reach the place
where the men are imprisoned.

William Bell, one of the rescued men,
tells a thrilling story of his experience.
Said he: "Yesterday was my second day's
work at the colliery. Thomas Buggy was
my butty.' We were on our way out, hav-
ing completed our day's work. I heard Mr.
Adams, the boss, say that the water was
coming. I then called to Buggy to throw
away his cans and tools, and run. The
noise was so great that I did not know
whether ho was behind mo or not. as both
of out lights had been put out by the damp.
When the excitement was over I found
myself on the saddle, several leet above
the water. I thought that by remaining
there relief would come soon. It took mo
about three minutes to cover the distance
from where I was when I first learned of
the danger to my place of safety. The wa-
ter, however, followed me closely, and was
only a few feet below me. From
my . height I could hear the
water rushing in. I did not know
what became of Buggy and knew nothing
of the whereabouts of the others. I was
there but a short time when I began to rap;
shortly afterward I heard rapping as of
some one drilling a hole. 1 surmised that
ray 6ignal was heard and that rescuers
were trying to cut a hole through tho solid
rock tu reach me. Several shots were lired.
I contiuued rapping now and then. Hope
came and I never faltered, but kept my
presence of mind throughout The water
began to recede after several hours, and
work ceased at the bole. It was then but
a half hour before the heroic band of
rescuers came to my relief. I was about
twenty-ftv- e feet from the' air-shat- t. I
heard Dolbin call and I answered him. It
was about 10:30 o'clock when I reached the
surface, and I then went home."

SAUSAGE ROW AND RAT ROW

Nearly Washed Out at Clnelnnatl-Th- e Ohio
River Rising Kapldly. . '

Cincinnati, O., April 21. At midnight
to-nig- ht the river here was forty-thre- e feet
six inches and was rising at the rato of six
inches an hour. At this rate by 3 o'olook
in the morning it .will have reached
a stage of forty-fiv- e . feet, which
is the danger line. Sausage row

t

and Rat row are prettv well washed out,
but these localities on the flanks of the
landing are accustomed to this inundation
four or five times annually. Data are not
at hand to form an estimate of how much

reatcr the rise will be, but it is . notfikely to be extraordinary unless more
raiu falls. '

A dispatch from Milan, Tenn., says that
a terrible ram-stor- m has prevailed in that
region for the past twenty-fou- r hours, and
that fences, houses, bridges aud other prop-
erty have been swept away and travel sos--

ended. Dr. Bryant and two negroes areEelieved to have been drowned, and a
great crowd ot people are now dragging
the submerged bottoms for their bodies.

Special River Rulletln.
Washington, April 21. Recent heavy

rains are causing the rivers to rise rapidly
in the Ohio and. upper Mississippi river
valleys. The stages of water in the lower
Mississippi river, already high and rising,
will be added to greatly in the next two
weeks. The situation as regards the poss-
ibility of an overflow of the lower Missis-
sippi is critical. The following is the out-
look as matters stand at present:

lhe river at t. Louis has risen 3.7 feet
in the last three days, and is now at a stage
of 25.5 feet. It is likely to continue rising
for two days, and will reach twenty-eig- ht

feet.
At Cincinnati there has been a rise of

20.4 feet in the past three days, carrying the
state to 40.9 leet to-da- y. April 21. It seems
to-da- y, from the present indications, that
tho river at Cincinnati will rise at least to
the forty-live-fe- et stage by April 23.

From tho rises in the Ohio ot places
above Cairo, it is estimated that the river
at Cairo will rise 5.5 feet in the next seven
days, making tho stage approach lifty feet
by April 28, or within two feet of the high-
est that occurs thero. The principal factors
in the rise are the considerable rise at St.
Louis and tne great rise at Cincinnati. The
crest time of water from tho latter plaee to
Cairo is about six days.
- The lower Mississippi at Memphis will
rise to the highest known stage, 35.6 feet,
or even higher, by May fi. At Helena,
Ark., the stago to-da- y is 43.3 leet. There
has been a rise of three feet in the past ten
days. By May 1 the stage will rise to
about forty-liv- e feet or more.
At Arkansas City the river, which
to-da- y is at 45.(5. will continue to
rise until May 15. when the stage . will ap-
proximate the highest water known by
about 4'J.5 feet. At Greenville, Miss., tho
stage of river, which to-da- y. is 40.2. will
reach a stage of about 43 feet by May 15.
At Vicksburg. Miss., the stage of water to-
day is 41.5 feet. It will reach by May 15
about 48 feet.
